Piatt 
early 
Friday 
morning 
when word was received here by 
the sheriff of the girls death 
sThey arrived at Klondyke at 
daylight Saturday morning and 
went to Habys ranch where the 
body of the girl Jiad been brought 
fm 
her 
home 
in the Rattle ¬ 
snake mountains 
A coroners 
inquest was 
held 
by Justice of the Peace Bleak 
At the inquest the girls father 
testified that his wife died when 
Ola was a young child and that 
she had 
lived with him all 
her 
life at their home in the Rattle- 
snake

mountains where he had 
worked on his mining claims 
About two months ago he took 
her to Safford to be treated by a 
doctor 
for throat trouble 
and 
again went with her to Safford 
two weeks ago to get treatment 
for her throat
